These days alternative 
therapies and integrative 
medicine have gone main- 


Estimates suggest that 
well over half of the public at 
one time or another uses 
some form of alternative 
medicine, acupuncture or 
any of a wide number of 
physical and mental practic¬ 
es to manage their pain, anx¬ 
iety, depression or whatever 
ails them. 

And more than half of 
patients are uncomfortable 
about fessing to their physi¬ 
cians about taking those 
herbal medicines. Major 
health care providers such as 
the Mayo Clinic; incorporate 
‘Integrative Medicine' - the 
integration of alternative 
therapies with standard 
medical practices. They even 
publish a helpful book on the 
subject for patients and phy¬ 
sicians alike. 

No surprise here. 
Traditional medical practic¬ 
es, especially prescription 
medicines, just don’t work 
for many patients and some¬ 
times make things worse, 
occasionally a lot worse. 
That’s what we get with 10 to 
20 minute visits when 
patients can barely get a word 
in edgewise without being 
interrupted countless times 
by physicians pressed for 
time and anxious for us to get 
to the point

patients. 

In my experience the his¬ 
tory, followed by the clinical 
examination, CT scans and 
MRI studies, in that order are 
the key to getting to the 
answer and getting a good 
sense for the context in which 
the symptoms emerged and 
perhaps persist. 


progress of the last 20 to 30 
years, there are still a lot of 
problems modem medicine 
simply doesn’t understand 
or know how to manage. 

That’s where integrative 
medicine helps because most 
of their practitioners are less 
hurried, better listeners and 
the whole interaction often 
takes place in a far more 
relaxing atmosphere. 


problems seem insoluble 
and intractable despite end¬ 
less medications, repeated 

decidedly uncomfortable, 
and consultations with spe¬ 
cialists, many of whom seem 

hurry, alternative medicine 
offers an attractive altema- 

One of my patients had 
been to several pain special¬ 
ists and despite multiple 
medications, which left her 
with her senses dulled; she 


was forced to stop work for 

A friend suggested a 
‘faith healer’ in Quebec and 
the response was dramatic. 
Within moments and over 
the succeeding several weeks 
her symptoms largely 
resolved and she was able 
get off all her medications 
and was back to work until a 
relapse a year later, which 
resolved once more after 
visiting the same faith-heal- 


olution, the fact was her 
symptoms largely resolved. 
She was much happier, felt 
much better, was able to get 
off all her medications and 
went back to work for many 
months after a single visit on 
the two occasions. 

I frankly can’t remember 
such a dramatic result from 
any pain clinic patient. 
Similar though often less 
robust results follow any 
number of therapies includ¬ 
ing acupuncture, cupping, 
aromatherapy and herbal 
medicines. 

The outcomes were often 
at least as effective or better 
compared to what we offer 
through traditional office- 
based medicine practice, 
especially for patients suf¬ 
fering from chronic head¬ 
ache, chronic pain of almost 
any sort, fatigue, chronic 


anxiety and depression. 
Obviously something is 
going on but we’re largely 
clueless about the mecha- 

That ‘Diagnostic Manual 
of Mental Disorders’ isn’t 
very helpful in sorting out 
the cause except to put labels 
on putative disorders. It 
doesn’t help their case that 
many of the same drugs are 
used to treat widely differing 
diagnoses, which suggests 
sloppiness at the diagnostic 
and treatment ends and an 
unwarranted confidence in a 
non-scientific approach. I 
might not be happy reconcil¬ 
ing cupping with symptom 
resolution, but clearly some¬ 
thing is happening at the 
physiological level in the 

Whether the effective¬ 
ness of most alternative 
approaches to symptom 
management is adequately 
explained by the placebo 
effect isn’t clear but such 
questions beg the point; they 
often work and work better 
than what we have to offer. 

The suspicion and some¬ 
times outright hostility of 
the medical and to a lesser 
extent nursing professions to 
alternative therapies is 
unjustified in my opinion.

ous trials and some pose real 
hazards to patients. But on 


the second point, so do many 
of the drugs we prescribe 
and many are far more 

We need to remember 
that what we call alternative 
medicine was mainstream 
for thousands of years and 
may go back as much as a 

The archeological evi¬ 
dence suggests that Shaman 
were around as early as 
30,000 years ago and sha- 
manic practices continue in 
some hunter-gatherer societ¬ 
ies to this day. And these 
days some very heavy hitters 
in science and health care 
such as the National 
Institutes of Health in the 
US A, several Harvard linked 
hospitals and the Mayo 
Clinic, not only embrace 
alternative therapies but 
also positively push them as 
part of then more integra¬ 
tive practice. 

We need to remember 
that many of our drugs were 
derived from plants and nat¬ 
ural organisms. After all 
nature's been at this game of 
developing all sorts of mole¬ 
cules, through natural selec¬ 
tion, to fend off predators 
and other threats for count¬ 
less millennia. Big Pharma 
isn’t nearly as big as Nature’s 
pharmacopeia. 

We might learn a few 
things from Shaman after 
all.

Easy-going as a person 
as well as a politician, 
Darte says he’s never been 
one for standing on cere- 


His first official appear¬ 
ance, he forgot the chain 
of office he’s supposed to 
wear, and it took a while 
to get used to the title of 
lord mayor. 

"People know I can take 
a lot of ribbing, but when 
it comes to that title, 
everybody’s pretty care¬ 
ful. I learned very quickly 
there is a genuine respect 
that comes with it. Respect 
and responsibility.” 

The responsibility isn’t 
about putting up with the 
status quo - he expects 
change, and has seen the 
results already. 

It made it easier that 
during last year’s cam¬ 
paign, residents were very 
definite and somewhat 
unified on what they were 
looking for, and council¬ 
lors got on board and 
worked with him. 

He points to the former 
lawn bowling club on 
Regent Street - the prop¬ 
erty was rezoned and for 
sale for residential use 
before the election, and is 
now back in the public 
domain, with residents 
asked to come up with 


ideas to keep it there. 

“One think I will never 
do is make decisions 
based on being re-elect¬ 
ed. We should all be mak¬ 
ing decisions solely for 
what’s best for the town, 
and I think we’re doing 
that. If I’m lucky enough 
to be re-elected, it will be 
for my track record.” 

He’s accustomed, as a 
businessman, to making 
decisions and following 
through on them. On 
council, it’s not quite as 
easy - there is a process to 
follow, and it takes time.” 

It can be frustrating at 
times, “but we all know 
that’s part of the deal. You 
know when you go into it 
that process is important 
- you have to go in with 
your eyes open.” 

Darte has recendy been 
going through the process 
of approving the town's 
operating and capital 
budgets, and although 
he’s a businessman who 
understands accounting 
principles, he’s never 
handled anything with 
the scope of a municipal 
budget.

Two informal meetings 
outside of council time to ask 
questions and go over any 
specific concerns were help¬ 
ful, he said - they provided 
the opportunity to better 
understand some of the 
details. 

But he would like to see, in 
future years, a summary of 
the budget that would make 
it easier to grasp, without 
having to go line by line. 

His favourite part of the 
job, he says, is talking to peo¬ 
ple. 

Whether he’s out at an 
event or in his office, he loves 
being able to help, or if not 
help, listen, when people 
come to him for help. 


He can't always solve their 
problems - he can sometimes 
direct them to someone who 
can - but just listening is 
often enough, he says. 

More than 20 years as a 
funeral director has taught 
him to have empathy. It’s 
also taught him how to listen 
to people when they’re going 
through some really trau¬ 
matic family problems - real¬ 
ly awful situations - situa¬ 
tions that can change your 
perspective on how you look 
at life, he says. 

So when people come to 
him with a complaint, even a 
long list of complaints, he 
can listen sympathetically 
while still keeping things in 
perspective, which he 
believes helps others. 


“You don’t always have to 
fix the problem. You can’t 
always fix it. But if you can 
listen, just with some com¬ 
mon sense, that’s sometimes 
enough,’’ said Darte. 

“All of us on council, that’s 
what we do. We listen, and if 
we can give an answer, great, 
and if we can’t, we can maybe 
send them in the right direc¬ 
tion at least.

There will be a loonie bur¬ 
ied under the newest addi¬ 
tion to Niagara's wine indus¬ 
try - Wayne Gretzky was in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake himself 
Friday to flip the coin at the 
ground-breaking ceremony 
for the winery that will carry 
his name. 

The original lucky loonie 
was tucked into the ice at the 
Salt Lake City Olympics in 
2002 for good luck before the 
men's and women's 
Canadian teams won gold, 
and was later presented to 
Gretzky, then-Team Canada 
general manager.

And to carry on the hockey theme, 
announced Greg Berd, vice-presi¬ 
dent of global marketing for Andrew 
Peller Ltd., “it wouldn’t be a Gretzky 
project without a skating rink in the 
backyard." 

The Gretzky brand was taken over 
by Andrew Peller more than six years 
ago, and this is the next step in 
cementing the partnership between 
the Peller and Gretzky families - a 
permanent home for his wines in a 
building with retail and tasting space 


as well as fermentation and barrel 
cellars. 

There will be three or four acres of 
new grapes planted for Gretzky 
wines, and more purchased locally. 

The hockey great’s award-winning 
wine has been around for a decade, 
made by the same winemaker, 
Australian Craig McDonald, who 
will continue on in the new facility, 
“an Aussie who can skate, make wine 
and whiskey,” said Gretzky. 

The facility, designed by Gren 
Weis, the Oakville architect behind 


Peller Estate Winery on John Street 
in NOIL, will have a rural feel with a 
contemporary vision - there is lots of 
glass incorporated into the design, 
but also lots of wood with a barn- 
inspired look to it, said Berd. 

The winery represents a signifi¬ 
cant investment to the Niagara wine 
region, he said, including 40 new 
permanent jobs in addition to the 
construction jobs during the year- 
and-half building project 

The location is sure to become “a 
destination for wine enthusiasts and 


proud Canadians,” added Berti, 
“ensuring our wine and craft spirits 
will be among the most sought-after 
in the world." 

Gretzky, who brought his father 
Walter to the podium, said his dad 
used to prune grapes in the ’40s and 
'50s, when his grandfather had a lit¬ 
tle wine-making operation. 

“I guess they would have called it 
moonshine in those days,” he said, 
adding his grandfather would have 
been proud of the winery, “some¬ 
thing so magnificent and so charm¬ 


ing: 

As a “hockey guy” himself, NOTL 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte said having 
the winery in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is “awesome, really good for the 
town. Having 99 right on the front of 
the building at the gateway to town 
is huge. Hockey guys are usually 
beer drinkers, but this will bring a 
whole new group of people to town 
and to the region. Just having Wayne 
here is spectacular. And with his 
name on the sign, you know he’s 
going to be back.”

About 1,000 less riders 
took advantage of the sea¬ 
sonal GO train service in 
Niagara this past spring and 



Metrolinx spokesman 
Mark Ostler said 25,700 rode 
the rails between Niagara 
and Toronto during 12 week¬ 
ends of service, 1,049 less 
than the 26,749 during 12 
weekends in 2014. 

Ostler said Metrolinx is not 
“really sure” why there was a 
decline, but added the agen¬ 
cy is still pleased with the 
ridership numbers in the 


region. 

“There’s still an overall 
upward trend over the years,” 
he said. “It’s still a significant 
increase and much higher 
than in 2012 and 2013. The 
service remains very popular 
with GO customers.” 

And because of that, said 
Ostler, Metrolinx has “no 
plans" to cancel the seasonal 
service between the Niagara 
Falls VIA station on Bridge St 
to Union Station in Toronto 


with stops in St. Catharines, 
Burlington, Oakville, Port
